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U.S. ASKS COURT 
HERE TO ENON 
ANY EVASION 
OF INTEGRATION 


Government’s Brief in 
Appellate Action 
Challenges Leasing 
Plan for Little Rock 
Schools. 


The United States Govern- 
ment called here today for 
issuance of a broad court in- 
junction prohibiting “any exist- 
ing or potential scheme” for 


evasion of federal court orders 
for immediate integration of 
Little Rock (Ark.) high schools. 

In a brief filed with the 
Eighth United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals by Depart- 
ment of Justice attorneys, the 
Government challenged the 
validity of the Little Roek 
School Board’s plan to lease 
the city’s high schools for op- 
eration as private, segregated 
schools. 

The school-leasing plan, the 
brief declared, amounts to “an 
attempted evasion of existing 
desegregation orders” of the 
United States Supreme Court, 
the Federal Court of Appeals 
here and the United States Dis- 
trict Court in Arkansas. 

‘Time To Call Halt.’ 

The Government said that 
“the time has come for the 
courts to call a halt to any 
further dilatory and obstruc- 
tionist actions which have no 
legal sanction but which can, 
nevertheless, cause delay and 
produce needless further liti- 
gation.” 

The Government’s brief, 
signed by United States Attor- 
ney General William P. Rogers, 
was filed in support of the 
petition of the National Asso- 
ciation for the Advancement 
of Colored People, which has 
asked for an injunction to pre- 
vent the Little Rock School 
Board from leasing the schools 
to a private corporation.

Order ' 

The N.A.A.C.P. attorneys 
are seeking the injunction 
pending an appeal from an 
order of United States District 
Judge John E. Miller of Ar- 
kansas dismissing their suit to 
declare the iLttle Rock school- 
leasing plan unconstitutional. 

Judge Miller the 
case on a technicality, holding 
that the issue involved the con- 
stitutionality of an Arkansas 
law. He said he had no power 
to pass on that issue, as such 
authority is vested only in a 
three-judge court. 

The Government contended 
in its brief that the temporary 
injunction should be continued 
until the major case, passed 
over by Judge Miller, had been 
decided. This should be done, 
the brief asserted, to “prevent 
immediate and _ irreparable 
damage to the public interest 
and to the appellants’ adjudi- 
cated rights.” 

Testing Ground for Law. 

Continuing, the brief de- 
clared: 

“Little Rock has become the 
testing ground of the rule of 
law and the capacity of the 
judicial process to give real 
meaning and effect to consti- 
tutional rights. 

“If Central High School 
were reopened on a segregated 
basis, with its doors barred to 
the Negro children, the harm- 
ful effects both to the chil- 
dren and to the country could

The 568-acre Parks Metro- 
politan Airport, south of East 
St. Louis, has been sold and 
will be subdivided by Oliver 
L. Parks for a housing develop- 
ment, it was announced today. 
The announcement was made 
by J. Will Young of Jackson, 
Miss., board chairman of the 
airport owners, Parks Aircraft 
Sales & Service, Inc. 

Selling price of the property, 
which had been ofiered re- 


peatedly to St. Louis and other 
public agencies for use as a 
second major airport, was 
nearly $1,400,000 under a con- 
tract signed yesterday, Young 
said. 

Purchaser was Indiana-Na- 
tional Homes, Inc., a wholly 


owned subsidiary of National 


Homes, Inc., a large firm deal- | 


ing in prefabricated homes. 
Both concerns have headquar- 
ters in Lafayette, Ind. 

2400 Homes Planned. 

Young said plans call for 
transfer of the property to the 
Oliver L. Parks Realty Co. for 
development of a “complete 
community” of 2400 small pre- 
fabricated homes, with shop- 
ping center, parks and other 
facilities. The development 
will be called St. Louis Gar- 
dens, it was stated. 

Parks, head of the real estate 
firm, was head of Parks Air- 
craft Sales & Service until 
1950, when he withdrew from 
the company. He is founder 
of Parks Air College, one mile 
south of the airport, which he 
donated to St. Louis University 
in 1946. Several years ago he 
entered the real estate field 
and opened St. Joseph's Gar- 
dens subdivision, one mile and 
a half south of the onpet. 

Improvements on the air- 
port property include eight 
hangars. One, of metal and 
glass, is 220 by 220 feet and 
two, of brick, are 110 by 220 
feet. There are five smaller 
ones housing 50 airplanes. 

Parks said the hangars will 
be converted for use as part of 
the projected subdivision shop- 
ping center. 

Three Runways. 

The field has one 7000-foot 
runway and two 5000-foot run- 
ways. Each has 1600 running 
feet of concrete pavement, the 
rest of the surface being sod, 
with underground drainage. 

Young said about 150 air- 
planes now use the field, most 
of them owned by individuals 
or business firms. The field 
now is operated by Walston 
Aircraft Sales & Service un- 
der a lease from Parks Aircraft 
Sales & Service expiring next 
March 1. 

Young expressed disappoint- 
ment that his firm, after years 
of negotiations, had been un- 
able to interest local agencies 
in taking over the airport. Last 
talks were last May, when the 
company offered the property 
to the St. Clair County Air- 
port Commission for $1,900,000. 
An option to the county, based 
on this offer, expired in July. 

The airport was built in 1929 
as Curtiss-Steinberg Field and 
was acquired by Parks in 1945 
after he had used it during the 
war years in an Army flight 
training program.

Red China Among Signers. 

An Indonesian spokesman said 
that Red China, one of the 29 
signers of the Bandung declara- 
tion, could not easily ignore an 
appeal based upon an instru- 
ment to which it is a party. 

The African-Asian committee 
appointed yesterday to draft 
the group’s statement includes 
Ceylon, Ghana, India, Indo- 
nesia, Iraq, Japan, Malaya and 
the Philippines. India, Turkey 
and the Philippines were un- 
derstood to question the wis- 
dom of issuing an appeal while 
the Warsaw talks are in prog- 
ress. 

A preliminary draft sub- 
mitted to the committee by In- 
donesia read in part: 

“The peoples of Asia and 
Africa view with deep anxiety 
the developments in the Far 
East, which endanger world 
peace and threaten once again 
to bring untold sorrow to man- 
kind. ... 

“We, the representatives of

Reds Bar Safe Conduct. 

Meanwhile in London diplo-

They said the Red refusal 
was expressed by Ambassador 
Wang Ping-nan, Communist 
representative in the Warsaw 
negotiations with the United 
States.

Madness, Not Dragging

Better Basis for Aid 


One remarkable shift in American foreign 
policy this year involves regional develop- 
ment in other lands. Until recently the Eisen- 
hower Administration ‘shied away from the 
idea of regional development banks. 
such projects are acceptable to Wash 
and close to establishment. 

President Eisenhower commented on this 
altered position on Aug. 20 when he said, 
“This. whole proposition of dealing with 
areas, sometimes because the problems 
transcend national boundaries, must be one 
that we must look at more closely than in the 
past.” 

In the past the United States insisted on 
full control of its development aid abroad. 
The Export-Import Bank, created to aid 
trade, and the World Bank, which lends di- 
rectly to governments, represent this idea. 
On the latter, the United States subscribed 
30 per cent of the capital and thus had 30 
per cent of the controlling vote. Moreover, 
official policy virtually insisted on repayment 
in dollars where dollars were loaned. 

Underdeveloped nations, including many 
in Latin America, were critical on two points. 
They felt they had no control over loans to 
themselves, and that loans governed unilat- 
erally might be based on politics as much as 
upon economic need. They also protested 
about the difficulty of repaying in “hard” 
currency where most of their own funds 
were “soft” money. 

Political crises had as much to do with 
Washington's change of view as economic 
realism. After the Middle East crisis, Presi- 
dent Eisenhower suggested a development 
agency for that region. After attacks on Vice 
President Nixon dramatized Latin American 
displeasure, the State Department finally ac- 
cepted the idea of a development bank for 
that area. The United States is reported to 
be ready to put up $100,000,000 in each case. 

Moreover, World Bank governors will meet 
in New Delhi Oct. 6 to discuss an affiliated 
agency to make long-term loans at low in- 
terest rates, repayable in local currencies. 
And on the first of next year, the new United 
Nations Special Projects Fund will come 
into existence. It will have 100 millions for 
disbursement in 1959, 38 millions pledged 
by the United States. 

Each of these projects will extend interna- 
tional as against unilateral lending for devel- 
opment projects, and will permit greater use 
of local currencies for local projects and, in 
part, for repayment. 

The new programs offer aid to under- 
developed nations on terms more practical 
and acceptable to them. And the main pur- 
pose of a development loan is not gilt-edged 
return in money or political influence, but 
development. 


A Rockefeller Qualifies 


No political ritual is more compelling than 
the one Nelson Rockfeller went through re- 
cently. Campaigning on New York’s East side, 
he ate blintzes. Every politician has to eat 
blintzes on the East side, and when the poli 
tician is a millionaire the ritual takes on 
extra scope and meaning. Presumably mil- 
lionaires, like politicians, never eat blintzes 
except as part of the ritual; and that is why 
they are watched with morbid fascination as 
they perform. Presumably they do not like 
blintzes, but for politics have to eat them, 
and there they are—look—eating blintzes! 

If Nelson Rockefeller is half the man we 
suspect he is, he liked thoge blintzes he. ate 
on the East side last week. But whether he 
did or not, it is good to report that he has 
turned that corner, scored that benchmark 
and marked that epoch of his political career 
which is recorded by The Times’s sober head- 
line:

Can the County Lead? 


The Singer committee’s recommendations 
for improving municipal services in St. Louis 
county’s 97 cities, towns and villages have 
elicited surprisingly favorable responses from 
a good cross-section of local officials. The 
officials were polled for their opinions by 
the League of Municipalities. 

Among other things, the committee had 
urged that the county government itself take 
a more active role in promoting the contract 
method under which it is legally permitted to 
furnish services within individual municipali- 
ties. This would seem to offer the opportu- 
nity for substantial economies or superior 
service or both. 

There had been a feeling in many quarters 
at the county level of government that the 
municipalities would resist overtures from 
Clayton along these lines on the grounds that 
they represented “interference” in local af- 
fairs. The response of a score of the county’s 
mayors and other administrators now sug- 
gests that this view is invalid. The cities and 
towns actually are looking to the county gov- 


ernment ‘for leadership’ in solving many of 


their common problems. 

Though many of the officials are unwilling 
to bring the County Police Department into 
their communities, they do want it to pro- 
vide them with such services as central uni- 
form rors Bet radio communication, 
training, 4 striminal investigation and. 
operation of a crime laboratory, among other 
things. Most of them are even willing to sup- 
port proposals that would strip them of some 
of their authority over streets and traffic 
regulation. And they favor clothing the 
county government with greater discretion 
over municipal consolidations and new in- 
corporations. 

In short, the municipal officials seem to be 
looking for leadership from the county. Will 
they get it? 


Flight From Home

power Council, a subsidiary of the Ford Foun- 
dation: “Work in the Lives of Married 
Women.” 

“Eighty experts had to get together and 
write a book to tell us about that?” So the 
spouses of the land may exclaim. Of course, 
if they open the book, they will find that it 
is about work in offices, stores and factories. 

The experts say that 13,000,000 married 
women now are in the labor force and that 
more will join up. There has been a woman- 
power revolution, they say, and “it’s hard to 
reverse a revolution.” They are not without 
worry about what this means in the care of 
children. But they do not know just what to 
do about it—even though these wives are

souri Constitution’s “merger” provision. It is 
subject to the serious objections that apply to 
merger in general, but it appears to be the 
most attractive form of merger yet proposed, 
and it deserves thoughtful consideration. 
Basically, the plan would permit all the 
people of St. Louis and St. Louis county to 
join together and create one central govern- 
ment to supplant the present structure. 


Neither the City of St. Louis nor St. Louis 
county would be “taking over” anything; the 


old city and the old county in effect would. 


disappear. The City of St. Louis and each of 
the county’s 97 municipalities would retain 
their identities as boroughs within the new 
municipal county, but their powers would be 
sharply limited, and they could not levy 
taxes. The new government would absorb 
the Metropolitan St. Louis Sewer District. 

This is by far the boldest approach yet 
dropped into the Freeholders’ hopper. It 
would “eliminate jurisdictional divisions, 
simplify the governmental structure, concen- 
trate responsibility and facilitate the han- 
dling of metropolitan problems’—to use the 
words of the Metropolitan St. Louis Survey, 
which found that these advantages could be 
expected from a merger plan. 

The Survey went on to say that a merger 
plan “would mean the complete abandon- 
ment of the present pattern of government— 
a pattern which although deficient in many 
respects has provided a creditable measure 
of local self-rule. It would also mean that a 
single government would be unduly bur- 
dened, if not overwhelmed, by a multitude 
of petty matters that do not concern the area 
as a whole. Finally, such a solution would 
be unacceptable ‘to many residents of the 
area who feel that it would remove local 
government too far from the people.” 

It was for these reasons that the Meropoli- 
tan Survey, after thorough study, finally 
rejected merger as a solution and proposed 
the creation of a limited metropolitan gov- 
ernment instead. Now it is up to the Free- 
holders to weigh the pros and cons for them- 
selves. 

As a useful by-product of the proposal, 
Missouri’s Nonpartisan Court plan would be 
extended to what is now the St. Louis county 
circuit court. The municipal county would 
be the sixth largest city in the United States 
(St. Louis now is ninth); in area it would be 
slightly larger than Los Angeles, now the 
largest. 

The proposal is not detailed as to the 
powers that would be conferred upon the 
new government; presumably they have been 
left to future deliberations if this approach 
is decided on. One power this or any other 
new government that the Freeholders pro- 
pose ought to have is authority to develop 
industrial and commercial tracts of land for 
lease or sale to private firms. The Metropoli- 
tan Survey's findings showed that St. Louis 
has failed to capitalize fully on its strategic 
location and potentialities. It is essential that 
‘this deficiency be remedied.

Oklahoma has saved money by integrating 
public schools. It has eliminated a number of 
small schools kept open only for reasons of 
segregation, and combined many small school 
districts. “I would say,” Gov. Raymond Gary 
states, “that integration has saved us be- 
tween $750,000 and $1,000,000 a year.” 

Arkansas is taking just the opposite course 
in spending more money to prevent integra- 
tion. In trying to substitute private schools 
for Little Rock’s closed public high schools, 
Gov. Faubus and his followers must find the 
money somewhere for buildings, equipment 
and teachers, and even then cannot assure 
students of the quality of education they re- 
ceived before. apis 

Aside from considerations of law, justice 
and serious education, Arkansas citizens 
ought to consider the hard-cash aspects of 
Oklahoma’s experience with integration.

We remember rather vividly the 
refusal of the City of St. Louis to 
listen to logic, both from the view- 
points of laymen and engineering 
experts, where location of a second 
major area airport was concerned.

The Russians’ report said in 
essence, he related, that they 
have been able to compute the 
orbit of Sputnik III to within

to five times as accurate as 
that of the system this country 
uses in following the orbit of 
the Vanguard. He said it has 
been possible to track the Van- 
guard more accurately than 
other United States earth 
satellites.
